The Showcase will also debut a new electric 14 passenger van
manufactured by a Georgia company, Green 4U, based in Braselton. Solar, as well as energy
efficient lighting, battery storage and EV charging will also be displayed.

"Alternative Fuels that are made in America help make our country more independent,” said
Commissioner Echols. "Our Showcase focuses on educating business and civic leaders on which
fuel will work for their application.”
